ORDINANCE NO. 36T
AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING
FOR THE REGISTRATION OF
BICYCLES IN THE CITY OK 
TORRANCE AND PROVIDING
PENALTY FOB VIOLATION

THEREOF.
The City Council of the City

of Torrance, California, does or­
dain as follows:

SECTION 1. It shall be un­
lawful for any person to oper­
ate or uso a bicycle propelled
wholly or In part by muscular
power upon any of the streets.
alleys or public highways of the
City of Torrance, without first
obtaining from the Police De­
partment a license therefor.

SECTION 2. The Police De­ 
partment is hereby authorized
and directed to Issue upon writ­
ten application, bicycle licenses
which shall be effective from the
first day of July, 1946 to and
including June 30, 1947, and
thereafter said licenses shall be
issued for the fiscal year, com­
mencing on the first day of
July of each of said fiscal years
and ending on the 30th day of
June of said fiscal year. Said
licenses when issued shall en­ 
title the licensee to operate such
bicycle for which sa'ld license 
has been issued, upon all the 
streets, alleys and public high­
ways, exclusive of the side­
walks thereof.

three (3) months, or by both
such fine and Imprisonment. In
addition   to «ie penalty herein-
above set forth, the Police De­
partment . of the City of Tor­
rance or any members thereof
may impound and retain posses­
sion of any bicycle operated In
violation of -any of the provi­
sions of this ordinance, and re-J
tain possession of the same until
the license provided for herein
Is obtained by the owner of
said bicycle. 

SECTKJN 9. The City Clerk
shall certify to the adoption
of th(s ordinance and shall cause
the same to be published once
in the Torrance Herald, a weekly
newspaper printed, published
and circulated In the City of Tor
ranee, and thirty (30) days after
final passage thereof the same
shall be In full force and effect.
